The very profitable and delightful 
week of prayer observed by the local 
churches last week reached high tide in 
interest over the discussion of the topic 
"Intemperance and Gambling."

There was a surprising uninimity of 
opinion relating to the belief that the 
laws regulating the sale of intoxicants 
being wantingly defied in the com- 
munity at this time, as perhaps, not in 
years past. If this be true, the matter 
should receive prompt attention at the 
hands of every citizen and by our new 
officials in both town and county. It is 
safe to conclude that this evil will grow 
if not promptly met with a stubborn, 
unyielding public sentiment. Let sus- 
picious places and persons be duly 
watched, and when detected in com- 
plicity with the crime of boot legging, 
be exposed, punished and branded as 
to t he public good. To con 
harbor such an existing aid is 
to suffer the moral atmosphere of the 
community to become poisoned. And 
when this is done gambling, licentious 
ness and infidility to business, home 
and church follow naturally. Columbia 
and Adair county enjoy an enviable re 
putation for sobriety and good morals 
and, like Ceasar's wife must be kept 
above the taint of suspicion. Every 
citizen of moral muscle and spiritual 
backbone should be summoned to 
awake from his sleep of civic indiffer- 
ence. At such a time for the church of 
God to sit still and be content with 
theories outlawed by time and wholly 
inadequate to the demands of the living 
present, is to deserve the scorn of men 
and the curse cf God. The one thing 
supremely needful to correct the reign- 
ing, secret violations of law, in any 
community is a wide awake, active, 
unsubsadized and incorruptable Christ- 
ian conscience. 

We are all too prone to follow the

Report of Dr. U. L. Taylor. 

To the Fiscal Court of Adair 
County. Gentlemen:— 

In January 1909, 1 commenced 
devoting my whole time to the 



by any medical help. I ordered 
from the State Board of Health, 
a free supply of the diphtheritic 
antitoxin, and gave it out liber- 
ally to physicians in different 
parts of the county, since which, 
there has been no more deaths 
from this heretofore unmanage- 
able disease. The antitoxin has 
been so universally successful, 
that the doctors no more dread 
to be called to see a case of it 



I have administered the remedy 
to 12 cases with uniform success. 
I have fumigated the {houses 
where ten children had the dis- 
ease, some of whom died and 
some recovered, one man, 
whose child had just died of the 
disease, refused to have his 
house fumigated because nobody 
ever died until his time had come. 
I ordered out the fool-killer, and 
left him to his reflections. We 
have had only three cases of 
scarlet fever during the year. 
Two of them were in town, and 
the other just over the line. All 
rather mild. I fumigated the 
rooms where they occurred, and 
there was no further spread. 

The iaw further says, the 
health officer shall make a san- 
itary survey of the territory un- 
der his jurisdiction, for the pur- 
pose of ascertaining the exist- 
ence of conditions detrimental to 
the public health, including in 
said survey, swamp lands, stag- 
nant ponds, imperfect drainage, 
sewerage, cess pools and water 
closets: the construction, venti- 
lation, and drainage of public 
buildings, school houses, prisons, 
hospitals, eleemosynary institu- 



tions, and such nuisances as 
might prove detrimental to the 
health. Under this rule I have 
visited and examined 84 school 
houses, talked to the teachers 
and children on public health, 
suspended several schools, on ac- 
count of sickness in their neigh- 
borhoods, examined the water 
supply, and analyzed water, 
having suspended several schools 
on account of too much ventila- 
tion, improper and imperfect 
heating arrangements, and 
roofs. I undertook to lay the 
foundation of improved public 
health by teaching the children 
its first principles. 

I would have had greater sue- 
cess, if a greater numer of child- 
ren had been in attendance. In 
the 84 schools visited there 
ought to have been in attend- 
ance, 5004 pupils, while I found 
only 1762 or just 35 per cent. 
That is, 35 in every hundred 
were in attendance, and 65 in 
every hundred were absent. And 
this after the munificent appro- 
priation by the last Legislature 
for common school purposes. 
And this after the several whirl- 
wind campaigns of the great men 
of the state to try to get up an 
interest in the common schools. 
The colored schools made a worse 
showing than did the whites. 
Out of 449 that ought to have 
been present, I found only 118 
there, or 25 per cent. Now, it 
is clear to my mind that some- 
thing ought to be done, and that 
speedily. The Legislature will 
meet in a few days, and there 
ought to be some radical changes 
in the common school law. I am 
decidedly in favor of a rigid com- 
pulsory law, one that will "com- 
pel." The 1 a w compels men 
to pay their taxes, work the 
road, fight when it becomes 
necessary, and why should it 
allow them to neglect their child- 
ren, and permit them to grow up 
in ignorance, when the state has 
made such lavish provision for 
their education. I talked to 
quite a number of the teachers 
on the subject of a compulsory 
law, and they without exception 
favored it. The state pays into 
our county for common school 
purposes, more than $20,000, and 
only a few of the children get 
any benefit from it. 

And now gentlemen of the 
Fiscal Court, this is my years
